Election Won't Vary U.S. Stand 


W a s h i n g t o n UP>—Presi- 


dent Johnson cautioned Red 
China today not to make 
"any mistake in judgment" 
in interpreting the results of 
next week's off-year elec- 
tion. 


"I cannot conceive," he 


told 
a 
news conference, 
"that when the American 
people cast their votes, their 
d e c i s i o n will any way 
c h a n g e the government's 
policies" on Vietnam. 


The President appraised 


his Asian-Pacific 
trip as 


highly successful and said 
the nations at the Manila 
conference are united in a 
determination "to walk t h e 
last mile" in the search for 
peace. 


The President made the 


assessment at a news con- 
ference 
a day after 
an- 


nouncing that he faces sur- 
gery in about a fortnight on 
his throat and abdomen. 


He dismissed that pros- 


pect as not "something to 
make a show over." 


No Halt 


Answering questions, John- 


son said that at no time had 
his doctors advised him not to 
make his 31,500 mile trip 
overseas or to ease up dur- 
ing the journey. 


Asked 
what he 
knows 


about the views of the So- 
viet leaders on Vietnam, 
Johnson said, "I have every 
reason to believe they would 
like to 
see the fighting 


stop." 


"Until we can reason this 


out we must maintain the 
strength to defend our men," 
he said. 


Johnson added that Gen. 


William C. Westmoreland, 
t h e 
commander in Viet- 


nam, made it clear that ad- 
ditional manpower will be 
needed in Vietnam, and that 


the U.S. allies heard h i s 
presentation. 


"If more troops are needed 


they will be sent," he said. 


"We would go more than 


half way if we knew which 
way to go," Johnson said of 


the status of communications 
with the adversaries in Viet- 
nam. 


Johnson's remark a b o u t 


the stand of Russia's leaders 
on the Vietnam war was a 
follow-up to a remark from 


him that only two 
want to continue the fight- 
ing, an obvious reference to 
North Vietnam and R e d 
China. 


A questioner w a n t e d to 


know whether that m e a n t 


the Soviet Union had indi- 
cated it wanted the fighting 
stopped. 


"I believe most of the na- 


tions of the world would like 
to see the fighting stopped," 
he said. 


GOP Gains 'Won't Affect Effort' 
Washington (UPI)—Presi- 


dent Johnson said the Repub- 
licans could gain from 40 to 
50 House seats in next Tues- 
day's elections without ad- 
versely affecting the Viet- 
nam war effort or his do- 
mestic programs. 


He told his news confer- 


ence that he foresees no 
great change in the makeup 
of the Senate, but that there 
could be a change of up to 50 
seats in the House because

'Reds On 
Collision 
Course' 


North Korea 
jtfarned After 
Slaying Seven 


Panmunjom, Korea (#) — 


The United Nations command, 
angiily protesting th« slaying 
of six Americans and a South 
Korean aouth of the armistice 
line this week, warned North 
Korean Communists they are 
"traveling a collision course." 


U.S. Maj. Gen. Richard 


Ciccolella gave the warning 
near the close of a long and 
bitter meeting of the Military 
Armistice Comniission called 
Into an emergency session to 
discuss the attack Wednesday, 
one of two south of the De- 
militarized Zone on the last 
day of President Johnson's 
Visit to South Korea. 


CiccoleJla, after 'describing 
at length and with passion the 
North Korean ambush of the 
American patrol, handed the 
Communists a letter from the 
U.N. commander in Korea, 
U.S. Gen. Charles Bonesteel 
ITI, protesting 12 "violent, un- 
provoked'" North Korean at- 
tacks since Oct. 15. 


"Unless you have elected to 
aggravate the Korean mili- 
tary Armistice," 
Bonesteel 


•wrote, "you will take appro- 
priate action to cease these 
•wanton acts of kidnaping, 
murder and atrocity. You are 
hereby put on notice that the 
U.N. command views these vio- 
lations as grave provoca- 
tions." 


Ciccolella said the letter 
"carries the assurance that 
the U.N. command w i l l not 
shirk its duties and responsi- 
bilities whatever conditions 
exist. The responsibility for 
whatever consequences may 
develop from continued acts 
of hostility will rest clearly 
on ynar side." 


The North Korean Repre- 


sentative, Maj. Gen. P a r k 
Cbung-kook, refused to trans- 
mit Bonesteel's letter to Py- 
ongyang, the North Korean 
capital. Ciccolella returned it 
to him, insisting that it be 
handed to North Korean Pre- 
mier Kim n-sung, but the let- 
ter finally came to rest on 
the U.N. side of the long, 
green table in the truce hut. 


Park denied the armistice 


violations, including the at- 
tack on the Americans, which 
he called a "slanderous dis- 
tortion." 


LBJ OKS «10 BILLION FOR EDUCATION 


School Bills Initialed 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent J o h n s o n Thursday 
signed into law legislation 
authorizing more than $10 bil- 
lion in iederal aid to help 
educate the nation's youth 
from f; -st grade through col- 
lege. 


In a noontime ceremony, 


Johnson signed a $62 billion 
measure to aid secoddary 
schools for two years start- 
ing last July 1 and running 
through June 30, 1968. 


He also signed a separate 


bill to pump $4 billion into 
the nation's colleges and uni- 
versities for a three-year 
period that started last July. 


In addition, the President 


signea a bill to authorize $105 
million for a three-year pro- 
gram to train more medical 
technicians, therapists a n d 
other allied health workers. 
A related measure authorizes 
$145 million more for a one- 
year extension of federal aid 
for public health services. 


The school aid authoriza- 


tion is $600 million more than 
Johnson asked when he sub- 
mitted his plan to Congress. 
It permits spending of $2.36 
billion in the present fiscal 
year and $3.75 billion in fis- 
cal 1968. 


Not As High 


However, actual spending 


will not be as high as the 
authorization because in a fi- 
nal money bill, Congress ap- 
propriated considerably less 
money than authorized f o r 
the key elementary-secondary 
aid program. 


The measure also contains 


a requirement that the Office 
of Education settle within 90 
days any disputes with local 
school districts over their de- 
segregation plans. This fol- 
lowed attacks on the agency 
by 
Southern congressmen 


who said federal 
officials 


were exceeding the law in 
withholding funds for some 
school systems. 


The college aid authoriza- 


tion is also higher than the 
actual money approval. The 
authorization 
allowed 
$962 


million for the current fiscal 
year but the appropriation 
was over $200 million less. 


Also among measures be- 


ing signed was a four-year, 
$3.4 billion authorization for 
federal gr-anu to states as 
part of a '"clean water" pro- 
gram. 


The water bill is aimed at 


expanding pollution control 
programs. The grants would 
range to a maximum 50% 
of project costs. 


Convert Slums 


The demonstration cities 


bill derived its name from 
Johnson's 
plan to convert 


slums of a number of cities 
into miniature concepts of 
his Great Society. These re- 
built ghettos would beconie 
models for other cities to fol- 


low as the scheme progressed. 


Initially, about 60 cities will 


be selected for the first re- 
building projects. The pro- 
gram envisions tearing down 
slum housing and putting up 
modern, 
though 
unpreten- 


tious, units in their place. 
The poor would get first call 
on the housing. 
Packaging Bill 


The plan also calls f o r 


launching health and educa- 
tion programs in the poverty 
areas where the physical 
face-lifting is going on. 


The program will not get 


under way in earnest until 
July. For the organizational 
phase in the interim, $11 mil- 
lion was voted by Congress. 
The authorization for the first 
year of the program, begin- 
ning next year, is $400 mil- 
lion.

The Other Amendments 


In recent days, The Lincoln Journal has 


commented at some length on selected con- 
stitutional amendments to be voted on next 
Tuesday. 
*

These have been two amendments 


permitting the expenditure of p u b l i c 
funds for non-public educational services 
—Nos. 3 and 6—which The Journal strong- 
ly opposes and, in addition to the major 
tax issues, the amendments which we 
strongly believe should be adopted—Nos. 
I, Z, 7, 10, 12 and 13. 
*

* 


Among the remaining proposals is one 


other which this newspaper feels is bad and 
should be defeated. That is No. 5. It is stated 
on the ballot as "authorizing the Legislature 
to fix the value of land actively devoted to 
agricultural or horticultural use." 


The intent of this amendment is to keep 


farm land on the fringe of a city from being 
taxed at the higher rate applied to land for 
urban commercial or residential develop- 
ment. 


Admittedly, the farmer on a city fringe 


is at a tax disadvantage as long as he wants 
to use his land strictly for farming. But he 
also is enriched by the higher price of the 
land when he does sell it for urban devel- 
opment. Nebraska law presently prescribes 
six factors for establishing real estate val- 
ues for tax purposes. These should provide 
as much 'flexibility in assessment of t h i s 
land as is warranted. 


Aside from the inadvisability of setting 


up special taxing arrangements for urban 
fringe land, this amendment is worded so 
broadly that it could apply to any land which 
has added value from uses other than agri- 
cultural, such as land with proven or poten- 
tial oil deposits. 


The balance of the amendments will not 
have any measurable effect on the state and 
voters might well have been spared consid- 
eration of at least some of them. As long 
as they are on the ballot, however, The Jour- 
nal recommends a vote "For" them. These 
are:

No. 4—To increase the number of 


members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion from six to eight to be elected by 
districts of substantially equal population 
and to decrease the terms from six to 
four years. 


It is questionable whether this will im- 


prove the quality of education in the state, 
twit perhaps it would provide a litt" broader 
representation on this board.

No. 8—Providing that when an in- 


come tax is adopted, the Legislature may 
base the tax upon the laws of the Unit- 
ed States. 


It is highly desirable that a state income 


tax be tied to the federal tax so that federal 


auditing machinery may be utilized. It is pos- 
sible now to base a state income tax law 
on the federal law as of a specific date. 
The 1965 law, for instance, was based on 
federal provisions as of Jan. 1, 1965. Pass- 
age of Amendment No. 8 would permit chang- 
es in the federal law to apply automatically 
to the state law, which could be of .some ad- 
vantage. It would not necessarily base state 
income tax payments on a percentage of that 
paid to the federal treasury which, in The 
Journal's opinion, would not be wise.

No. 9—Making the governor ineligible 


to the office of governor for four years 
next after the expiration of two consecu- 
tive terms for which he was elected. 


In plain words, a governor would be lim- 


ited to two elected terms. No need has been 
demonstrated for such a restriction, since no 
Nebraska governor in history has served 
more than six successive years. But it prob- 
ably would not hurt anything and it is the 
same provision the people have approved for 
the presidency in the federal constitution.

No. 11—Providing for (be deduction of 


costs of administering the unsold school 
lands before distribution of income is 
made. 


Revenue from the state general fund, 


supported largely by property taxes, now 
must be used to administer state school lands 
with all proceeds from such lands earmarked 
for the schools. This amendment would shift 
this administrative expense to the revenue 
from the lands. 
But money lost by the 


schools would have to be made up some* 
where, probably from property taxes. It costs 
so much to administer the lands and it prob- 
ably doesn't matter much which pocket it 
comes from. The change might allow a little 
neater accounting arrangement. .

No. 15 — To permit the exemption 


from an intangible property tax of life 
insurance and fife insurance annuity con- 
tracts and any rights to pension or retire- 
ment payments. 


Two years ago voters authorized the ex- 


emption from taxation of funds held in trust 
for pensions or employe benefit plans. Later 
it was discovered that this did not cover sim- 
ilar savings plans by individuals in the form 
of life insurance or annuities. This amend- 
ment extends the 1964 amendment to these 
properties. Cash value of life insurance is 
not now taxed in Nebraska but it is not clear- 
ly exempt. Annuities are taxed, but the reve- 
nue loss from their exemption would be negli- 
gible.

In total, The Journal's recommenda- 


tions on the amendments are: 


"For" Nos. 1, 2, 4, 7, 8, 9, 10, U, 12, 


13, 14 and 15. 


"Against" Nos. 3, 5 and 6. 


China's Nuclear Missile 


Uneasiness in the world is increased by 


Red China's claim that she has developed a 
guided missile with a nuclear warhead. No 
one is sure just what China has but there is 
a belief that it is only a matter of years, and 
the number is decreasing, until Red China 
will have the potential for nuclear destruc- 
tion.

In the light of the belligerent state- 


ments coming out of that country, there 
is little comfort in statement of Red China 
that "in no circumstances will China be 
the first to use nuclear weapons." 
*

The statement also said the blast was 


good news for Hanoi and a great encourage- 
ment to the heroic Vietnamese people who 
are waging a war of resistance against U.S. 
aggression. 


In reality it is bad news for Hanoi and 


could be used as blackmail to keep North 
Vietnam fighting a losing war. There is 


danger to the West, if fear brings an escala- 
tion of the Vietnam war and the temptation to 
use nuclear weapons to end it. 


At the last session of Congress there was 


a debate on the China policy and what China's 
burgeoning nuclear-test program means to 
the East-West power balance. This resulted 
in a few gestures to relax the isolation of 
Red China. There were fewer belligerent at- 
tacks on Red China. Travel regulations were 
eased, though the Chinese have not recipro- 
cated. 


The debate on Red China will continue. 


There are no easy solutions, possibly no solu- 
tion, but one must be sought. Perhaps Presi- 
dent Johnson has come home from his travels 
with a greater understanding of Asian prob- 
lems.

It would seem inadvisable to stand 


unequivocally on a China policy which 
has only brought the world closer to the 
brink of nuclear disaster.

Journal, which has a circulation of 
Wian .1.000,000, embracing every state, 
overwhelming opposrtion to admmistra - 


t:on farm policy. It reports that 63% of those 
who answered its questionnaire want the gov- 
ernment to get completely out of the business 
of farm price supports and controls, while 
another 27% urge a middle course — less 
price support and fewer controls. 


In Iowa, where two years ago there was 


a big shift to the Democratic side — the 
House delegation now stands six Democrats 
and one Republican — the Iowa poll is "reg- 
istering a steady increase in the statewide 
percentage of voters planning to vote Repub- 
lican" this fall.

The trend is not all one-sided. Many of 


the older farmers who voted Democratic In 
1964 are apparently repenting. But younger 
farmers and younger workers in rural centers 
do not stay fitted into the family pattern. 
Having voted Democratic, they seem more 
disposed to remain Democratic.

The result may well be Republican gains 


short of what is needed for a significant 
political recovery. 


But the gains will almost certainly be 


enough to enable the Republicans in Congress 
to play a major role in reshaping administra- 
tion farm policy toward a freer agriculture.

Unless responsible officials 
recognize the necessity of 
operator education, die sani- 
tary . disposal of man's by- 
products win be only second 
best. 


"The education of college 
students and continuing edu- 
cation of practicing engineers 
is the responsibility of our 
College of Engineering and 
Architecture. to the people of 
Nebraska. We are attempting 
to meet this obligation in sani- 
tary engineering through con- 
tinuing education programs, 
correspondence courses and 
revised 
undergraduate and 
graduate programs." 


In an effort to meet the edu- 
cation needs of sanitary engi- 
neers, me University has re- 
vised the academic approach 
in civil engineering to in- 
clude applications of micro- 
biology and chemistry in sani- 
tary engineering.

Seward — The Seward 
bottleneck, 


cursed, no doubt, by many a summer 
traveler, is about to be alleviated. 


Barring more sub-freezing tempera- 


tures, paving work will be completed and 
two-way traffic will start moving on a 
mile-long stretch of concrete through Sew- 
ard about Nov. 15, according to project 
engineer Willard Rqckow. Finishing touch- 
es will take a bit ~ longer. 


Before Interstate 80 opened west of 


the Milford interchange recently, heavy 
Hwy. 2-34 traffic was routed around con- 
struction in town on detours that changed 
periodically and slowed movement con- 
siderably. 


"Although we had heavy traffic, we 


never had an accident during that time 
—probably because everyone had to go 
so slowly," said Mayor Willard Miers. 


The $434,000 project of the State De- 


partment of Roads will make the through- 
town route a four-lane affair with center 
medians and left torn lanes at busy in- 
tersections. 


Running 16 blocks, it is a 68-feet-wide 


right-of-way, an increase of 48 feet from 
the former two lanes in residential areas. 


Cutting into sidewalks and property 


was necessary, as was the elimination of 
parking, which raised considerable com- 
plaint before work started last June. 


"It was either this or have the high- 


way bypass the town." said the mayor. 
"Everyone is accepting it pretty well 
now." 


To ease the parking situation, a two- 


hour limit has been put in force in the 
business district. 


New storm sewers are going in along 


with the roadway, and the city plans to 
blacktop adjoining brick streets and in- 
stall new lights.

Contract Bridge 
4 Reasons for 
Light Openings 


By HOWARD 8CHENKEN 
AND RICHARD L. FREY 


How to open light yet stay 


out of trouble is one of the 
burning problems of modern 
bridge. If you open only on 
rock-crushers, you will throw 
in many deals that belong to 
you, while if a deal belongs 
to your opponents, it is much 
harder for them to explore 
accurately if you open Hie 
bidding. 


On the other hand, if you 


consistently open light on the 
wrong type hand, you collect 
an unprofitable number of 
minuses. The main grounds 
for opening with less than 
the regulation number 
of 


points are- 


1. Length in the major 


suits. 


2. Preemptive value. 
3. Your bid indicates a 


good opening lead. 


4. Your high-card points 


are located in your long 
suits.

e. Pass. How you handle 


this type freak is largely a 
matter of style, but when in 
doubt we lean towards the 
pass. If you open one spade 
and partner responds two 
hearts, you are not strong 
enough to bid diamonds, so 
you cannot show you hold a 
two-suiter— your main justi- 
fication for opening. You 
have a better chance to por- 
tray the hand accurately by 
backing in later. (If the op- 
ponents happen to bid hearts 
and clubs, you can try the 
"unusual no trump." 


f. One spade. Failure to 


open this type hand is a los- 
ing policy. On a sizable per- 
centage of deals, you can 
shut the opponents out of a 
makeable heart partial be- 
cause of the high preemptive 
value of the spade suit.

Former County Attorney and 
Seven Former Deputy County 


Attorneys Endorse Sheriff Karnopp 


This is a copy of a news release prepared by the 


eight former deputy county attorney's mentioned in 


the story. 


Sheriff Merie C. Karnopp has been given 
unqualified endorsement for re-election 
by eight lawyers who have had a total 
of approximately 29 years' experience in 
the Lancaster County Attorney's Office. 
The eight lawyers are Frederick H. Wag- 
wier, County Attorney from 1947 to 1955 
and his Deputies, Rollin R. Bailey, who 
is also a former County Commissioner; 
Dale E. Fahrnbruch, who later became 
Chief Deupty under Elmer M. Scheele; 
and Wagener's Assistant C o u n t y At- 
torney, Arthur E. Perry; Edward F. Car- 
ter, Jr., Richard Harnsfaerger, and J. 
Arthur Curtiss, all D e p u t i e s under 
Scheele; and Bernard Wishnow, Deputy 
under Scheele and under present County 
Attorney Paul Douglas. 


The group noted that oil Lincoln lawyers 
formerly in the County Attroney's Office 
during Karnopp's tenure as Sheriff are 
publicly endorsing Karnopp except for- 
mer County Attorney Scheele and former 
Chief Deupty Herbert A. Ronin who are 
now serving as District Judges and who 
are prohibited by judicial ethics from 
publicly endorsing candidates. 


The eight lawyers endorsing Karnopp 
said they were doing so only after a 
thorough independent investigation by 
them which resulted in the conclusion 
that Karnopp had continued the efficient, 
impartial and courteous service as Sher- 
iff which he demonstrated while the 
eight lawyers were in the County At- 
torney's Office.

The administration of the Sheriff's office, 
both in the civil and criminal fields, is 
too important to Lancaster Countians to 
be entrusted to an individual who has 
neither demonstrated a practical law en- 
forcement background nor who has dem- 
onstrated an effort to become truly qual- 
ified for the job by attending specialized 
courses ;n law enforcement, which are 
offered by reputable educational institu- 
tions and agencies interested in law en- 
forcement. Law enforcement is a special- 
ized field requiring specially trained ex- 
perts with experience in the field. Kar- 
nopp has oil these attributes and his 
opponent does not, the group maintains. 


Administration of civil justice is a high- 
ly technical field in which the Sheriff's 
office plays a vital role and cannot be 
left to amateurs, the group declared.
